\U BREIL, at thefe words, left the exafpe- 
D rated Dake. There were moments when 
te latter meditated the rain of the venerable 
man; but he foon adopted different thoughts. 
The bad maa, in {pite of himfelf, feels a certain 
refpect for virtue; and this, indeed, is not one of 
the flightefi torments that diftraé him. —‘ Francis 
defpririne of fuccefs by legal methods, dropped 


the perfecution he had commenced, and, in eon- 


cert with his b fe corrupiers, formed fome projects 
to effect the ruin of his brother, 

Inthe mean time the unfortunate Prince was 
expoled to all the fufferings which ingenious crue 
elty could devife; and thee fufferings were aug- 
mented by the dreadful refieétion that his Alicia, 
his adorable Alicia was fabje@ to the fame unre- 
lenting inhumanity. One day he received a let- 
ter froma centinel, which this man, ina whifper, 
dejired him net to open ull he was alone. He is 
impatient to read it: the gaolers retire: trem- 
bling and precipitately, notwithftanding his fet- 
ters, he opens it. From his beloved Aiicia! He 
livifhes 2thouwfand kiffes wpon it. He reads ali 
the affecting effufions of tendernets and grief. 
He tcarns that this agelic wife, who had given 
herfeif as an hoftage for her hufband, is herfelfin 
captivity; Ge deolerts her fate, in not being per- 
mitted co thare, in his prifon, the fufferings of 
her much injured Lord. She affures him of that 
invariable love, Which, even this accumulation of 
cciamaty, is Mill the delight of her life; and the 
implores him by all his tendernefg. for her, to 
write to the King of France, to entreat his in- 
terceffion with his brother; and for her fake too 
to forget himfelf as it were, and to endeavor by 
every mode of fubmitfion, to difarm the anger of 
that unnstural brother, and by repeated letters, 
if pofible, to conciliate his affeétion.—How of- 
ten did the Prince read again and again this pa- 
thetic letter! How often kifs it, and bedew it 
with histears. ‘The foidier, who broughtit, fur- 
nifhed him with the means of writing. His 
flackened fetters permitted to ufe his hands; and 
he writes to the charming partner of his foul all 
that augmented tenderncfs, and admiration, aad 
fenfibility eouldinfpire. For her he promifes to 
live; for herto forget the proud feelings of his 
heart; and her injun@tions in every imitance to 
fulfil. 

The hatred of Francis increafe with every day ; 
and as difappointed love is inexorable, Arthur 
de Montauban, on his patt, continued to flatter 
himfelf, that the death of the Prince would again 
put Alicia into his powér. Impatient with this 
hope, he flies tothe Duke who had fent for him. 
He finds himattended by Hingant and Oliver du 
Meel, a gentleman devoted to the houfe of Mon- 
tauban, and one of his favorites in whom the 
Duke placed implicit confidence. They were de- 
¢lared enemies to the Prince of Brittany. ‘“ My 
friends,” faid Francis, burning with ungoverna- 
ble rage, ‘* the laws, vou fee, refufe to ferve me.” 
The high credit of my uncle has prevented the 
Rates from coming to a decifon, and has even 





filenced my Attorney-general. Arthur, this | 
wretch has cruelly injured you—he has robbed 
you of your wife—could not you undertake to re- | 
venge ?”’ **How, my Lord ?”’—** You may | 
eafily underftand me. Cannot you imagine what | 
ought to be the fate of an enemy, who is abfo- 





lutely in our power?”—The countenance of Ar- 
thar flathes with indignation. There is a grada- 
tion in profligacy, at which the molt abandoned 
may fhudder.—‘ My Lord,” faid Arthur, “1, 
have reafon to deteit the Prince; but my hatred | 
would never fuggett to me fucha ftep. 1 with | 
him torments equal to thofe with which he has 
diftrafted me. Asa ftate criminal, impatient to 
betray kis country and his Sovereign into the 
hands of the Englith, doubtiefs merits death. 
Bat 1! fhall I be his executioner! Shall Arthur 
de Montauban degrade himfelfto fuch a degree? 
Sire, you have not a fubjeé&t more devoted to your 
fervice: But I dare difobey my fovereign, when 
he commands am action, that would cover me with 
eternal infamy. Permit me to retire.” 


The Duke appears aflonifhed. . He cannont 
conceive the motives of this refofal; that a rival 
fhould hefitate a moment to get rid of a rival, 
when he is put into his power. From. extreme 
weakneis refults a cruelty as extreme; which was 
abfolutely what rendered Francis more barbarous 
than Montauban. The Duke perfifts in his dread- 
ful projeé&t, and addreffles himtelf next te Hin- 





gant, who feem to Confent to gratify the inhuman 
withes of his matter. ; 

It iswith regret, we confels, that we drawthe 
picture of fuch horrors; a fovereign, a brother, 
permitting himfelf to be hurried imto fuch dread- 
ful exceffes! but it is the voice of hiftory herfelf, 
which is here faithfully regorded; and we cannot 
too often repeat to men, to. what a degree their 
paffions, or rather their weaknefles, may miflead 
them. Francis, who, furrounded by other cour- 
tiers, might have difplayed the virtues of Anto- 
ninus, is become the execration of pefterity. 

Hingant, on the firit appearances of confent 
that had efcaped him, felt all the horrors of re- 
morfe. As foon as he returned home, he fent at 
midnight to the Attorney-general, requefting 
him tocome immediately, as he had an affair of 
the greateft moment to communicate. To this 
venerable magittrate, in the utmoftdiforder, and 
with a faltering voice, he explained his embar- 
raffing fituation. The language of Du Breil, in 
return, was that of virtue herfelf when the endea- 
vors to preferve her wandering votaries from in- 
evitable ruin: ‘* There is ho room,” faid he, to 
hefitate. Itis far preferable, at all events, to 
difobey the Duke, than to offend your conicience 
and humanity. Itis the voice of confcience that 
now expoftulates with you-that voice which 
would purfue you, were you feated ona throne. 
The favor of Sovereign is not to be compared to 





that fweet peace, that funthine of the foul, which 
attends the happy man, unfullied by reproach.’ | 
—Ina word, after a variety of other excellent 

obfervations, he exhorted the hefitating courtier | 


to abfent himfelf immediately from court, and to.) you have granted my requeft. 
fly, in couris, from guilt and infamy, and re- |

= Hingant followed this advife: he abfented him- 


felf from court. Francis exafperated te find his 
cruelty thus difappoiated, addrefied himfelf next 
to Oliver du Mcel, who, !efs ferupulous than Hin- 
ant, undertook every thing in concert with Ro: 
a de Bouflel, one of the guards of the Prince 
of Brittany. 
_ The unforturate Prince had found means to fend 
to the King of France a very long letter, which 
contained all the particulars of his dreadful fitua- 
tion. He informed that Monarch, that for three 
year palt, he had been wafting away his life in 
fetters, without having once had the liberty of 
producing his defence. His approaching death, 
he faid, was inevitable, unlefs fome proteétor of 
fuffering humanity would interpofe in his favor. 
He concluded his letter (in which all he felt for 
his beloved Alicia was pathetically urged) by im- 
ploring the King to fummon him to France, and 
to be himfelf his judge. ‘From your majetty 
only,” faid he, “1 expeé juftice. df I am guil- 
ty, you will punifth me: if innocent, I fhall be juf- 
tified by equity itfelf.”’ 

This letter was blotted in many places by the 
Prince’s tears. Nor could Charles read it without 
weeping. In this fituation he is furprifed by his 
Chamberlain. William de Kofnyvinen, a Cheva- 
lier of the higheft probity:—You weep, Sire! 
This writing.’ —** Alas, it is a letter which I 
have juft received from the Prince of Brittany ; 
he is guilty no doubt, but his fituation is truly 
deplorable!”—** Oh, Sire, do not ftifle thofe 
compaflionate emotion, which do fo much honor 
to Majefty. Liften to the voice of pity in pre- 
ference to the fuggettions of aa ill-founded re- 
featment.”— The Chamberlain then entered into 
a full juftification of the Prince: he refuted all 
the atrocious calumnies that had beeniavented to 
deftroy him :—*‘ and can your Majefy,” he pro- 
ceeded, ‘‘ abandon this mjured nephew? Is not 
a King of France the reprefentative of God? 
Does he not extend his protecting hand to ali the 
enfortunate that implore it? His throne is the al- 
tar of benificence: and the molt pitiable of men, 
a prince, yournephew, folicits your compafiion. 
The conftable joins his entreaties to mine: he is 
at this moment at the head of your army: he has 
written to me to intercede in iva of this vidiim 
of an inexorable cabal. . Sire, give'vour orders. 
Let the Prince come to proftrate himfelf before 
you; and you will pronounce, as he defires, his 
acquittal or condemnation. Do not demand the 
advice of gourtiers: I know them: they are fel- 
dom on the fide of mercy and humanity. Iris 
yourfelf, Sire, it is your own feeling heart, it is 
the King of France whom you ought to confult. 
Oh, my Sovereign, be the protector of innocence. 
‘To wipe one fingle tear from the wretched, is a 
glory preferable to all the fplendor of conqueft. 
Why is it in the power of Monarchs to enj 
more happinefs than their fubjeéts? It is becaufe 
they have a greater power to do good; and un- 
fading pleafure follows but one fingle a& of be- 
nificence. Sire, I will not quit your knees till 
it is an eld fer- 
vant proltrate before you, who is emboldened at 
this moment to demand fome recompence for biw

fervices; but it is to your generofity only that , 
he will be indebted for your favor to the Prince | 
of Brittany.” ** Rife, Chevalier, and embrace 
your friend.

carried off whatever he laid his pawsupom. The pluode:. 
ed fufferer watched him in vain, the ferocious and cun. 
nigg animal cver finding methods to elude his utmoft vi- 
gilance ; and at laff it had learued its cue fo thoroughly, os 
oaly to commit its depredations on the Lord’s-day, when 
it knew, from experience, the coaft was clear, Wearied 
owt with thefe oft repeated trefpaffes, the good man re.

Among-the reit, meifengers were fent 
io the Cochnewagas for this purpofe, witha Black Wam- 
pun Belt, whole anfwer was, “* If Col. Brandt, or the 
Mobawks, wifh a cougcil with us, they fheuld have met 
us aCour own fire place, and not have called us from home.” 
‘ibe meflengers went away with this anfwer, but returned 
again witb the black beit, and procuied a meeting of the 
middie aged and younger chiels, when they * opened she 
top of the bufinefs,” which, they fay, apptared to be 
freught with miichief againit the Woxed»Sraies. They 
propoled to the Cochuewagas, that they thould fel) their 
Jauds which they now poffels ‘near the territory of the 


Briuth territory. The Cochnewagas obferved that they 
enjoyed peace and plenty reund thtir own fire placts, and 
that they would not take up the hatchet againfl the United 
Sai¢s Thefe chiefs further fay, had the beit been mixed 
with whiue, or, bad it been wholly red, or altogether 
whic, 1t would bave indicated peaceable imtentions, but 
betirg entirely black, intimated mifehief. They are fow 
oa their wey to Philadelphia, to give information to Con- 
grefs of the intended combination’of the Indians. They 
fay their nation confilts of 500 warriors, from 26 to 45 
years of age. They have irevelled 500 miles on foot, at 
their own expence, to communicate this information, , 
This was handed uy by a genileman who had feveraf 
interviews with them.
